If we Are able to get a com­ 
mittee something may lie accomplished 
for the practical good of Alaska. Other­ 
wise, time devoted to Alaska will be 
fritted away iii the consideration of in­ 
dividual bills of no benefit to the coun­ 
try a» a whole. 
• Many think Alaska should have a ter­ 
ritorial form of government. 
The ob­ 
jections to this are 
manifold, chief 
among them is the sparse population of 
the country. 
A territory means taxa­ 
tion and the people are not there to be 
taxed. It would be of little avail to sub­ 
mit to coagroi* resolutions for a change 
in the code now in existence. 
These 
things must be investigated by a com­ 
mittee which can ascertain the needs of 
the people by personal observations. We 
want an extolltibfa of the land laws, the 
status of the natives declared, the regu­ 
lation rf toe fish industry, the right of 
appeal and laws for the preservation rf 
game. 
“The smuggling evils must also be 
dealt with by the committee. Last year 
21,000 gallons rf Canadian whit key were 
smuggled into Alaska.” 
Governor Brady thinks Alaska will bo 
as great an agricultural and fanning 
country some day, as a mining one. 
His trip to this city is on private busi­ 
ness. 
He will not go to Washington to 
attend the coming session rf congress 
as has been reported.

The great internal heat that rendered 
the Amphitrite inefficient was due to 
lack of provision for ventilation in the 
engine and boiler spacea These regions 
became so hot that little useful work 
could be done in them, and the lack of 
air was such as to actually ruin the fur­ 
nace draft, smoke coming out freely 
from the holes in the furnace doors. 
Aside from two small ash hoist tubes 
in the central part of the fireroom and 
a small escape hatch forward, there 
were no openings from the fireroom to 
the outer air. 
The boilers reached nearly to the iron 
main deck of the vessel, and as the air 
above them and between the deck beams 
bad no escape it became greatly heated 
and lay roasting in those spacea It was 
impossible for a man to go on the grat­ 
ings behind the upper parts of the boil­ 
ers after they had been under steam a 
few hours, though the main and auxil­ 
iary stop valves were there. A board of 
officers that reported on temperatures in 
the vessel got at this place only by in­ 
troducing a thermometer on the end of 
a long pole, and this thermometer, 
w hen fished out and taken to a place 
where it could be read, showed 202 de­ 
grees. 
The superstructure containing the 
cabin and wardroom was directly above 
the engine and boiler rooms, w ith a 
light wooden floor laid over the iron 
main deck. 
At sea, with the doors 
closed, this habitation became exactly 
like a frying pan on a hot stove lid. 
The smoke pipe, partly uncovered for 
alleged ventilating purposes, 
passed 
through the center of the wardroom and 
by vigorous radiation contributed its 
full share to the general discomfort. 
The deck, in spite of its wooden sheath­ 
ing, was so hot as to be painful, and I 
hesitate to say from memory the tem ­ 
peratures the board reported as being 
usual in the rooms, in bureau drawers, 
on the wardroom table and in other 
parts of the officers’ quarters. It was as 
high as 112 degrees, and I think great­ 
er 
Sleep was only a period of uncon­ 
sciousness, induced by utter exhaustion, 
and was without restful quality. 
The Fireroom temperature was never 
below 160 degrees and often above 170, 
while the engine room ranged closely 
about 150 degrees. 
For the first 24 
hours the men stood it well, but on the 
second day seven succumbed to the heat 
and were put on the sick list, oue of 
them nearly dying. 
Before the voyage 
was ended 28 had been driven to seek 
medical attendance. 
On the evening of the fourth day out 
our men had literally fought with fire 
to a finish and had been vanquished 
Tile watch on duty broke down one by 
one and the engines, after lumbering 
along slower and slower, actually stop­ 
ped for lack of steam. The ship was al­ 
lowed to drift inshore on the tide aud 
was finally brought to au anchor in St. 
Simon’s sound. 
Though a warship of 
formidable characteristics and sent on 
tins distant service, it is doubtful if the 
Amphitrite could have gone into action 
at that time or have steamed IOO miles 
further to save herself.—F. M. Bennett, 
U. S N., in Gassier’s Magazine.

Two Washingtonians Killed In the 


Congo State-Bodie3 Mutilated. 


W ash in g to n , N ov. 29.—A startling 
and horrible story of the killing of two 
W ashingtonians and the mutilation of 
their bodies by the natives of the Congo 
Free state has just been received here 
iu a letter to Mr. Leo Hannon. 
The 
men were members of a party who, dur­ 
ing November and December, 1894 and 
January, 1895, went from this city to 
enlist in the Belgian army for service 
in the Congo state. 
In the party were 
Lindsay G. Burke and a Mr. Melliu, 
who was at oue time a non-commis- 
•ioned officer of the United States array. 
The information received by Mr. H ar­ 
mon is that Burke aud a party of 50 
natives, who were sent out to dislodge a 
band of dwaifs who had revolted, were 
ambushed and killed. An Arab who es­ 
caped states that the most hideous look­ 
ing little man he ever saw walked up 
and cut Burke’s head off with one blow 
of a knife. 
The chief then began to 
slice pieces off his legs and arms and to 
distribute them among his followers. 
The other W ashingtonian was Melliu, 
who, with a number of other officers, 
were assassinated pear Ka ba u barr*1, dur­ 
ing a revolt. 
The body of Melliu was 
butchered almost beyond recognition, 
his heart havingdieeuput out and burned 
so that his courage could not again be 
used against the robels* by the whites. 
It is their belief that unless the heart is 
burned and the ashes scattered to the 
four winds the spirit of the man de­ 
scends to his brethren.

Tho great internal heat that rendered 
the Am phitrite inefficient was due to 
lack of provision for ventilation in the 
engine and boiler spaces. These regions 
became so hot that little useful work 
could be done in them, and the lack of 
air was such as to actually ruin the fur­ 
nace draft, smoke coming out freely 
from the holes in the furnace doom 
Aside from two small ash hoist tubes 
in the central part of the fire room and 
a small escape hatch forward, there 
were no openings from the fireroom to 
the outer air. 
The boilers reached nearly to the iron 
main deck of the vessel, and as the air 
above them and between the deck boa rn a 
had no escape it became greatly heated 
and lay roasting in those spaces. It was 
impossible for a man to go on the grot 
lugs behind the upper parts of the boil 
era after they had been under steam a 
few hours, though tho main and auxil­ 
iary stop valves were there. A board of 
officers that reported on temperatures in 
the vessel got at this place only by in 
trod acing a thermometer on the end of 
a Ii ng pole, and this thermometer, 
when fished out and taken to a place 
where it could be read, showed 202 de 
green. 
Tho superstructure containing the 
cabin and wardroom was directly above 
the engine and boiler rooms, w ith a 
light wooden floor laid over tho iron 
main deck 
At sea, with the doors 
closed, this habitation became exactly 
like a frying pan on a hot stove lid 
The smoke pipe, partly uncovered for 
alleged ventilating purposes, 
passed 
through the ceuter of the wardroom and 
by vigorous radiation contributed its 
full share to the general discomfort 
The deck, in spite of its wooden sheath­ 
ing, was so hot as to be painful, aud I 
hesitate to say from memory the tem ­ 
peratures tho board reported as being 
usual in tho rooms, in bureau drawers, 
on tho wardroom table aud in other 
parts of tho officers’ quarters. It was as 
high as 112 degrees, and I think great­ 
er 
Bleep was ouly a period of uncon­ 
sciousness, induced by atter exhaustion, 
and was w ithout restful (purity. 
The fireroom temperature was never 
I clow 150 degrees and often above 170, 
\\ nile the engine room ranged closely 
about 150 degrees. 
For the first 24 
hours the mon stood it woll, but on the 
second day seven succumbed to tho heat 
and were put on the sick list, one of 
them nearly dying. 
Before the voyage 
was ended 28 had been driven to Meek 
medical attendance. 
On the evening of tho fourth day out 
our mon had literally fought with fire 
to a finish and had been vanquished 
The watch ou doty broke down one by 
one and the engines, after lumbering 
along slower and slower, actually stop­ 
ped for lack of steam. Tho ship was al­ 
lowed to drift inshore on the tide aud 
was finally brought to au anchor in Bt. 
Simon's sound 
Though a warship of 
formidable characteristics and sent on 
this distant service, it is doubtful if the 
Amphitrite could have gone into action 
at that time or have steamed IOO miles

HORRIBLE STORY. 
THROUGH A TRESTLE, 


Two Washingtonians Killed In the 


Congo State-Bodie3 Mutilated. 


W ashington, Nov. 29.—A startling 
and horrible story of the killing of two 
Washingtonians and the mutilation of 
their bodies by the natives of the Congo 
Free state has just been received here 
in a letter to Mr. Leo Harmon. 
The 
men were members of a party who, dar­ 
ing November and December, 1894 and 
January, 1895, went from this city to 
enlist in tho Belgian army for service 
in the Congo state. 
In the party were 
Lindsay G. Burke and a Mr. Mellin, 
who was at one time a non-commis­ 
sioned officer of the United States array. 
The information received by Air. Har­ 
mon is that Burke aud a party of 50 
natives, who were sent oat to dislodges 
band of dwarfs who had revolted, were 
ambushed and killed. An Arab who es­ 
caped states that the nn*t hideous look­ 
ing little man he ever saw walked up 
and cut Burke’s head tiff with one blow 
of a knife. 
The chief thou began to 
slice pieces off his legs and arms and to 
distribute them among his followers. 
The other W ashingtonian was Mellin, 
who, with a number of other officers, 
were assassinated pear Kabaubarro, dur­ 
ing a revolt. 
Th*1 bwljr of Melliu was 
butchered almost beyond recognition, 
his heart iiaviug'fieeuput out and burned 
so Bint his courage could not again be 
used against the rebels by the whites. 
It is their belief that unless the heart is 
burned aud the ashes scattered to the 
four winds the spirit of the man de­ 
scends to his brethren.

“ Many think Alaska should have a ter­ 
ritorial form of government. 
The ob­ 
jection* to this are 
manifold, chief 
among them is the sparse population cd 
the country. 
A territory means taxa­ 
tion and the people are not there to be 
taxed. It would be oi little avail to sub­ 
mit to congress resolutions for a change 
iii tim code now in existence. 
These 
thing* must be investigated by a com­ 
mittee which ran ascertain the needs of 
the people by personal observations. We 
want an oxtentlhn of the land laws, the 
status of I br natives declared, the regu­ 
lation of the fish industry, the n^ht of 
appeal and laws for the preservation of 
game.

Wash., Nov. 29.—Twenty- 
five men arrived here last night on the 
City of Seattle direct from Dawson City. 
They were divided into two parties, the 
lost one of which left- Dawson Dot.

They are reported to have between them 
$60,CKX) in drafts and $200,000 in gold 
dust. 
Ail tell stories of a food shortage in 
Dawson that is almost a famine. The 
last person to leave Dawson was Jack 
Dalton. When Dalton left the steamers 
Alice and Bella had reached there loaded 
light. 
It is said that the Stella’s cargo 
consisted of whisky and billiard balls. 
She brought no provisions. 
The Cana­ 
dian government mounted police char­ 
tered the Bella and gave all who wished 
a free pass to tho Yukon. 
The Bella is 
reported to have left about O d 12 with 
IOO men. 
According 
to statements 
made by members of the Dalton party, 
there is liable to be trouble of the mad 
serious kind this winter in Dawson. 
Billy Leak told one of tho men in a 
party ahead of him, whom he met at 
Dye#, that all the people talk about at 
Da wk it was the food famine. 
Men 
were gathering in group# and cursing 
with might aud main the newcomer* 
that were constantly coming into the 
Klondike loaded with scarcely any pro­ 
visions. 
John W. Braucr, the United States 
mail carrier, who left Dawson Sept. 27, 
said; 
“There is only one saluation for 
the miners who are now at Dawson 
City aud that is for them to undertake 
the awful winter trip from Dawson to 
to Fort Yukon, a distance of 400 miles. 
There is food at Fort Yukon, there 
is none at Dawson, and just as sure as 
tho stars shine, terrible suffering will 
be the fate of the Dawson miner unless 
he leaves there before Spriug. 
I will 
make my statement that when I left 
Dawson the men who were there I md 
on an average four months’ food supply. 
Some did not have a month s supply, 
some had four or five. 
The restaurant 
closed the night I left. 
It had been 
selling nothing but beefsteak for which 
the hungry paid $2.50.

The great internal heat that rendered 
the Am phitrite inefficient was duo to 
lack of provision for ventilation in the 
engine and boiler spacea These regions 
became so hot that little useful work 
could be done in them, and the lack of 
air was such as to actually ruin the fur 
naco draft, smoke coming out freely 
from the holes in the furnace doors. 
Aside from two small ash hoist tubes 
in the central part of the fire room and 
a small escape hatch forward, there 
were no openings from the fireroom to 
the outer air. 
The boilers reached nearly to the iron 
main deck of the vessel, and as the air 
above them and between the deck beams 
had no escape it became greatly heated 
and lay roasting in those spaces. It was 
impossible for a man to go on the grat­ 
ings behind the upper parts of the boil­ 
ers after they had been under steam a 
few hours, though the main and auxil­ 
iary 8top valves were there. A board of 
officers that reported on temperatures in 
the vessel got at this place only by in 
troducing a thermometer on the end of 
a 
long pole, and this thermometer, 
when fished out and taken to a place 
where it could be read, showed 202 de­ 
grees. 
The superstructure containing the 
cabin and wardroom was directly above 
the engine aud boiler rooms, w ith a 
light wooden floor laid over tho iron 
main deck 
At sea, with the doors 
closed, this habitation hoi ame exactly 
like a frying pan on a hot stove lid 
The smoke pipe, partly uncovered for 
alleged ventilating purposes, 
passed 
through the center of the wardroom and 
by vigorous radiation contributed its 
full share to the general discomfort 
The deck, in spite of its wooden sheath­ 
ing, was so hot as to be painful, and I 
hesitate to say from memory the tem ­ 
peratures the board reported as being 
usual in the rooms, in bureau drawers, 
on the wardroom table and in other 
parts of tile officers’ quarters. It was as 
high as 112 degrees, and I think great­ 
er. 
Sleep was only a period of uncon­ 
sciousness, induced by utter exhaustion, 
and was without restful qufjlity. 
The fireroom temperature was never 
below 150 degrees and often above 170. 
while the engine room ranged closely 
about 150 degrees. 
For the first 24 
hours the men stood it well, but on the 
second day seven succumbed to tho heat 
and were put on the sick list, one of 
them nearly dying. 
Before the voyage 
was ended 28 had been driven to seek 
medical attendance. 
On the evening of the fourth day out 
our men had literally fought with fire 
to a finish and had been vanquished 
The watch on duty broke down one by 
one and tho engines, after lumbering 
along slower aud slower, actually stop­ 
ped for lack of steam. The ship was al­ 
lowed to drift inshore on the tide and 
was finally brought to an anchor in St. 
Simon’s sound. 
Though a warship of 
formidable characteristics and sent on 
this distant service, it is doubtful if the 
Amphitrite could have gone into action 
at that time or have steamed IOO miles 
farther to save herself.—F. M. Bennett, 
U 8.

Two Washingtonians Killed In the 
Congo State-Bodies Mutilated. 


W a sh in g to n, N ov. 29.— A startling 
and horrible story of the killing of two 
W ashingtonians and the mutilation of 
their bodies by the natives of the Congo 
Free state has just been received here 
in a letter to Mr. Lex) Harmon. 
The 
men were members of a party who, dar­ 
ing November and December, 1894 and 
January, 1895, went from this city to 
enlist in tho Belgian army for service 
in the Congo state. 
In the party were 
Lindsay G. Burke and a Mr. Mellin, 
who was at one time a non-commis­ 
sioned officer of the United States army. 
The information received by Mr. Har­ 
mon is that Burke aud a party of 50 
natives, who were sent out to dislodge a 
band of dwarfs who I lad revolted, were 
ambushed and killed. An Arab who es­ 
caped states that the most hideous look­ 
ing little man he ever saw walked up 
nnd cut Burke's h«rdh>ff w ith one blow 
of u knife. 
The chief then began to 
slice pieces off his legs and arms and to 
distribute them among his followers. 
The other W ashingtonian was Mellin, 
who, with a number of other officers, 
were assassinated pear Ka ban barre, dur­ 
ing a revolt. 
The bodjr of Mellin was 
butchered almost beyond recognition, 
his heart having'Leenpat out and burned 
so that his courage cpnld not again be 
used against the rebels by the whites. 
It is tbeir belief that unless the heart is 
burned and the ashes scattered to the 
four winds the spirit of the man de­ 
scends to his brethren.
